ARE you, however, a servant? If you ate a churl, (and servants 
often are morose,) you cannot expect a pleasant servitude, and 
long continued patronage from reasonable masters. 

As a second antidete to a churlish temper, let us remember 
that it procures dislike and censure from the nearest friends. 
This remark is also exemplified in the case of Nabal. His wife, 
a woman of good understanding, who would very unwillingly de- 
grade herself by thinking meanly of her husband ; a woman of 
a good disposition, who would be deeply wounded by the thought 
that her partner was a churl, was cumpelled to confess his faults. 
She said to David, “Let not my lord, I pray thee, regard this 
man of Belial, Nabal: for as his name signifies, sois he. Na- 
bal is his name, and folly is with him.’” The wise and judicious 
conduct of this woman, necessarily condemned the conduct of 
this churl, So morose was Nabal, as to unqualify him for ma- 
naging the affairs of his household. We may infer from Abi- 
gail’s words, that she was necessitated to take the command at 
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home. in this case, necessity made that a virtue, which under 
other circumstances would have been an unwarrantable usurpa- 
tion. The wives of some husbands must rule the household ; 
and happy. are they who can do it with discretion and delicacy. 
When Abigail learned how her husband conducted in railing 
on the messengers, she “made haste, and took twe hundred 
loaves, and two bottles of wine, and five sheep ready dressed, 
and five measures of parched corn, and an hundred clusters of 
raisins, and two hundred cakes of figs, and laid them on asses, 
and she said to her servants, go on before me: behold I come 
after you. But she told not her husband Nabal.”” When she 
met David, it could not be hidden that she was the sole head of 
the family, for she said, “upon me, my lord, upon me let this 
iniquity be :” for “I thine handmaid saw not the young men of 
my lord, whom thou didst send.” Well is this person said to 
be a woman of a good understanding, and of a beautiful counte- 
nance. The benevolence of her heart beamed from her face, 
Her amiable and energetic conduct servesto render the churl 
more contemptible. Such a woman could not but dislike and 
condemn her husband. Where is the husband of any deli- 
cacy of feeling, who, under a sense of the pity, displeasure, con- 
tempt, and condemnation of such a. wife, would not say, “my 
punishment for moroseness is deserved, but it is greater than I 
can bear ?” 

Even the brutish Nabal had some feelings of human nature, 
for “ it came to pass in the morning, when the wine was gone 
out of Nabal, and his wife had told. him. these, things, that his 
heart died within him, and he became as.astone.” He was 
ashamed apd vexed, But this did net cure him of churlishness. 
He became sullen, silent, and stupid, 

You may imagine that Abigail had been the, ehenhs and then 
how would it have disgraced her, had, her husband, been. com- 
pelled to perform all the polite duties of the mistress of a) fami- 
ly? Yet the morase woman does, indeed, compel her husband, 

if he has any understanding, to neglect his own, proper, business, 
and play the woman among his domestics and friends. Shame, 
shame and confusion will be the punishment of sullen, fretful, 
Mpatient, contracted souls. 
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Let it be remembered as a third antidote to the poison of a 
churlish temper, that God is angry with a morose and snarling 
disposition, in any rational creature. By the direction of Jeho- 
vah, one whole chapter in the divine volume has been consecra- 
ted to the reproof and prevention of churlishness. Samuel the 
prophet painted the picture of Nabal, that it might be seen, hated, 
and avoided. 

In addition to this, God was pleased to express his hatred of 
ehurlishness by his holy providence. In about ten days after 
Nabal returned his answer to David, the Lord smote Nabal, so 
that he died. His sudden death, we are taught by the inspired 
writer to consider as a divine judgment. He was unworthy any 
longer to live and enjoy so valuable a friend as his wife. There- 
fore God in his providence slew him, and gave the partner of his 
bosom to his servant David. 

Upon the churl’s death, David has left us this reflection. 
“ The Lord hath returned the wickedness of Nabal upon his own 
head.” 

This contracted, mean, and shameful disposition which reign- 
éd in Nabal, and which reigns in every churl, is directly op- 
poséd to the mind of God in Christ. He is kind to the unkind , 
liberal to the illiberal ; just to the unjust; patient towards the 
fretful, and doth good continually to the wicked and the good. 
How then does it become a worm of the dust to be sullen, in- 
sulting, and haughty in spirit? Verily, the mind which was in 
Nabal, was not the mind of Christ: and if any one have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

At times, the best are inclined to churlishness. Possibly it is 
because we are not in the habit of considering an unpleasant dis- 
position to be criminal. What! is it no crime to be utterly un-_ 
like the kind, affectionate, merciful Jesus ? 

Is it no crime to possess such an unpleasant temper and man- 
ner, that a friend dare not advise, that servants cannot ask in- 
struction, that a poor neighbour cannot beg a favour? Is it no 
crime to be such a snarling child that parents cannot counsel 
you, such a stern father that a son trembles to address you, such 
a insulting person that uone wish familiarly to converse with 
vou? Is it no crime to be such a son of Belial that no one can 
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speak to you? Jesus Christ was no morose being. His follow- 
ers cannot be churls. 

May God save us from the temper of Nabal, and convert all 
Nabal’s children into the friendly, peaceable, affectionate, ten- 
der, benevolent children of God, who is good, and doth good 
continually.

VERY DEAR FRIEND, 
- The first leisure moment I have I devote to the dictates of 
friendship, to acknowledge your kind manifestation of remem- 
brance ; the remembrance of a friend is dear, but doubly so 
when a Christian friend. To recount the various trying scenes 
I have undergone since I saw you, would be impossible ; suffice 
it to say, (if I may use the expression,) soul and body have been 
renewed. From the time I left New-York my soul was in great 
and sore trouble. The frowns of an offended God crushed me 
to the very earth. The heinous sin* of unbelief which doth most 
easily beset me, clung to my heart-strings, and gave the tempt- 
er unbounded power over me. Could I, my dear sir, paint to 
you the awful horrors of my mind at that dreadful time, your 
soul would shudder within you; but I feel myself inadequate to 
describe the tortures of my guilty conscience ; bereft of every 
comfort, the jaws of hell were gaping wide to receive me. In 
this distressing. frame of mind it pleased God, in his all-wise 
providence, to visit me with severe afflictions of bodily pain. O 
‘my friend, to see our good C———, my affectionate pastor, and 
tender friends, praying around me ; to hear the groanings of my 
soul within me, in the anguish of despair, call for pardoning 
mercy, unmindful of those around me, (save warning them to

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repentance); the pardon of my God through the all-atoning 
blood of Jesus, engaged every faculty of my soul; surely a scene 
like this must have melted the heart of a stone; your tender 
heart would have bled for my sufferings—sufferings do I say ? 
no: blessings. When in much mercy my Saviour returned to 
me, then did I feel the power of his might. Bless the Lord, O 
my soul, and all that is within me, bless his holy name. Then 
did I experience the faithfulness of a covenant God. O my soul, 
wilt thou ever again distrust his goodness? No: through the 
grace of God strengthening me, I think I never will. My friend,

SEEK RELIGION. 


RetiGron is a noble virtue. It has for its foundation the re- 
verence of God, and the expectation of future rewards and pu- 
nishments; and is at once a system of divine faith on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and an humble.and sincere worship of the Triune 
God. To practise religious duties, and to be engaged in the va- 
rious exercises thereof, gives peace and joy to the soul, more 
substantial, more rich, and sure, than any thing worldly can pos- 
sibly do; and a life spent therein, will as certainly obtain and se- 
cure to the soul all the blessings and enjoyments of God in hea- 
ven. The intrinsic value of the things which are laid ap for 
such a soul in the invisible world, are such as eye has not scen, 
nor ear heard, nor ever entered into the heart of man to con- 
ceive. If then religion be thus valuable, both in its nature and 
consequence, it must undoubtedly be wise to seek it; and expe- 
rience has abundantly proved the pursuit after it to be pleasant, 
nay, happy and delightful ; and I assert it, from the best and 
most undoubted authority, that whoever finds it and holds it fast, 
shall obtain a most glorious end. Hence it follows, that whoso- 
ever he be that possesses this treasure, must of necessity be hap- 
py; he only knows how to esteem the gift, and has learnt the 

invaluableness of the blessing; and consequently, it becomes 

him particularly to be grateful. But to the destitute truth 

speaks very differently. Ask yéu what it says? Hear it, and O 

believe; you are in a most dangerous and awful stete, in the gall 

of bitterness and bond of iniquity. It is dangerous, because you 
are thereby exposed to the dreadful vengeance of an incensed 

Deity, who will sooner or Jater call you to account for the deeds 

done in the body, and reward you accordingly ; and it is awful, 

because the sentence once gone forth, stands unrevoked for 
ever; eternity’s vast ages cannot reverse it; nor can the ex- 
treme anguish of a sinful soul, doomed to this woeful state 
through one continued duration thereof, more than satisfy divine 
justice. Punishmset follows transgression as naturally and as 
certainly as effect follows its cause; and although it may nox he 
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immediately inflicted, yet let it not be fancied that it will be for- 
gotten or delayed for ever. In God’s own time he will reward 
you for your impenitency ; there is nothing more demonstrated 
in holy writ. 

My advice unto you, therefure, is, whosoever you are that 
read these lines, as you value your temporal and spiritual happi- 
ness and welfare in this life, and as you hope and desire the com- 
plete and eternal rest and happiness of your souls in the eternal 
world, by all means seek religion. And for your encouragement 
remember, that although the inspired volume is holding up to 
our view on the one hand the great displeasure of Jehovah 
against sin, and pronounces cursing and death on the wicked ; 
yet it stops not here, it leaves us not in this miserable situation, 
but mercifully presents to our minds on the other hand a full and 
free pardon for all our sins, and an endless life in heaven, 
through the all-atoning blood of Jesus Christ the righteous, and 
an earnest, sincere, and firm faith in the Redeemer. Observe; 
this pardon and this salvation is by no means the reward of merit 
in us; it is the sole purchase of Jesus Christ, and the free gift 
of God. Our hearts by nature are at enmity with God; not subject 
to his law, neither indeed can be; the Spirit of life must first 
breathe on our souls, as did God in the nostrils of lifeless Adam, 
before they can be made alive unto holiness. By nature we are all 
morally dead ; we know nothing in comparison to the Christian of 
the value of religion, or of the need or worth of a Saviour. Wesleep 
content in the midst of danger, and indulge in merry dances on the 
verge of destruction. Awful stupidity and ignorance! Look backy 
O believer, and see what a tremendous precipice, on the brink of 
which thou satest nodding, and vainly fancied thyself secure ; and 
knew not the dread abyss of woe that rolled in angry waves be_ 
neath, into which thou wert in so much danger of being plunged 
for ever. Ah! what horrors seized thy frame when first the 
eurtain was removed, and you saw clearly your situation? What 
were the prospects on every side, around, above, beneath ? Inde- 
scribably dismal. Above, a God provoked to anger, and justice 
seemed on the wing to execute his judgment ; beneath, an end- 
less train of bitter and eternal woes, and on every side despair. 
Such indeed, sad and hopeless as the case may be, is the actual 
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state of every unregenerate soul; and whether seen or not, be- 
lieved or disbelieved, it is a fact but too awfully true. It is tes- 
tified by the sacred writings, and confirmed by the experience 
of every child of God. Hence the necessity and importance of 
seeking religion. 

And notwithstanding salvation comes by grace and not works, 
yet the commandment is seek, and the promise, ye shall find ; 
knock, and it shall be opened unto you; but this seeking and 
this knocking, in order to obtain, must proceed from a sincere 
desire to receive, and be done in faith. God, who is infinitely 
good and bounteous to all his creatures, will nevertheless be in- 
quired of for those very blessings’ which his mercy designs to 
give ; he has made it our duty to offer up our humble petitions 
for all those blessings that we need, and he has promised to hear 
and answer them in mercy ; never yet has any sincere, humble, 
penitent, seeking soul, sought God’s face in vain, or ever been 
neglected by him; his ear is ever open to hear, and his hand is 
ever. ready to relieve, There is every encouragement given, 
every inducement held out, and every promise made, ‘in the 
word of God, to persuade sinners to leave their evil ways and 
turn unto God, that he may heal them. Let us consider then 
seriously on these things, they are worthy our attention ; let us 
see whether it would not be infinitely better to accept these kind 
offers of Godin the gospel, seek now religion, procure an interest 
in the atonement of the Son of God, and thus obtain the one thing 
needful; than te live an unconcerned life respecting our soul’s 
estate, indulge in carnal pleasures aad sensual gratifications un- 
til it be too late, the door of mercy closed, our doom for ever 
fixed, and no time for repentance left. What is the great busi- 
ness of life? To prepare for death. We cannot reasonably ex- 
pect a happy end, without we are prepared for it. In the natu- 
ral world it would be condemned as the height of folly and igno- 
vance, were a person to expect to reap the advantage of any bu- 
siness without making in the least the previous necessary ar- 
vangements and exertions; for instance, the yeoman, who for 
want of mere industry, shall neglect first, properly to prepare | 
his ground, and next te enter his seed, and yet shall this man in- 
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dulge a hope, founded on reason, of a plenteous and full harvest ? 
Does reason teach us that we may be celebrated for our literary 
acquirements, without study? That we may be prosperous and 
honoured in the world without adopting such measures as might 
lead to them ? No, this is folly’s creed. Nor is it less absurd in the 
moral world. Who can rationally expect to be an heir of glory, 
without he be previously reconciled to God? And how is it pose 
sible to be reconciled to God, except through the medium of a 
Saviour? There is but one Saviour, even Jesus Christ; nor can 
the benefits of his death and sufferings be extended unto us with 
respect to salvation, except we be born again—born of the Spi- 
rit of God ; old things having passed away, and all become new; 
being introduced into the covenant of grace, and exercise faith 
on the Son of God, on whom we rely and venture with all our 
heart and soul for life and salvation; hoping, desiring, and hum- 
bly expecting through him, and him only, the forgiveness of all 
our sins, and at last to be admitted into his heavenly rest. Nor 
ought we to expect, in the least, to obtain or possess any of these. 
precious and necessary blessings, except we seek and it be given 
us. God has wisely ordained in both the natural and the moral 
world, that the means must first be used, before we ought or 
can reasonably expect the satisfying of our desires, or the bless- 
ing looked for. This life (as said above) is the time, and the 
only time for preparation ; this is the seed time; here we must 
plow and sow, and in eternity we shall reap the full harvest. As 
pain is the aversion, and happiness the desire of every soul, so 
it is right, nay wise, to take such timely steps as to aveid the 
one, and if possible to secure the other; remembering always, 
that as has been our preparations and exertions when the seed 
time shall be over, so must our expectations ef the harvest be. 
Carelessness invariably produces want, whereas industry and at- 
tention are the hand-maids of plenty. If we expect to inherit the 
blessings of immortality, we must here seek the fayour of God, 
and the gift of his grace; give all diligence and faithfulness, at 
all times and in every place, to make. our calling and election 
sure. The religion of Jesus Christ as it is set forth in the gos- 
pel, is the only way through which we can obtain a union with 
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him, and consequently life and salvation; and it is nobly and ad- 
mirably calculated to secure to its possessors this all-important 
object. 

Seek then this religion ; it will comfort and relieve you in alj 
your troubles and distresses whilst passing through this pilgrim- 
age below, support and uphold you in a dying hour, and finally 
Wecure to you a happy entrance into the mansions of eternal rest’ 
and glory. To the old, therefore, and to the young, to the rich 
and to the poor, to the bond and to the free, my advice is, seek 
religion. It is equally important to every age, and in every cone 
dition of man. It is natural and reasonable to desire to be happy, 
but it is unwise and foolish to neglect the only means that can 
make us se. Nothing, my friends, can possibly make us so 
fully and completely happy as religion. Seek it then, and seek . 
too with all the heart, that you may find it and be blest. Say 
not, at a more convenient season you will turn your thoughts to 
religion ; that conyenient season may never arrive ; life cannot 
be ensured for a moment; the sudden.approach of death may 
prevent you from becoming serious; you may be cut off in the 
twinkling of an eye, and no conyenient season allowed you. Wish 
you to frame excuses? My word for it, Satan and the world will 
always furnish you with a sufficiency of matter; there will be 
nothing to fear on that score, seek but their aid and you are sure - 
to obtain it : I know the path in which they lead the soul is very 
enchanting and pleasant to the flesh; but in the midst of all your 
amusements and gratifications, whilst prosecuting your journey 
through life, ‘and travelling on this down-course road, recollect 
this truth, for these things God will call you to judgment, and 
the end of them will be sorrow and pain; however sweet and 
dear they may be to you at first, certain it is they will not con- 
tinue so; but in the end they will bite you like an adder, and 
prove to have been so many poisons to your soul. Delays in 
any matters are generally dangerous, but especially in matters of 
religion; and not only dangerous, but hurtful. 

« Procrastination is the thief of time; 
¥ear after year it steals, till all are fled, 
And to the mercy of one moment leaves, 
The vast concern of an eternal scene,” 
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~ ‘What would be thought and said of a person, who being in 
such imminent danger, that it were utterly impossible for him to 
escape (by his own strength) with his life, and at the same time 
refusing every relief and assistance offered, though by it he would 
certainly be extricated? Would it not be said he acted more like 
a fool or madman, than like a person possessing a rational mind ? 
That he was more to be pitied for his obstinacy than his fate? 
and since he would adhere so foolishly close to the one, he de-+ 
served to share the other. And is it not equally true with re- 
spect to the soul of man? Surely it is endangered to the utmost 
degree possible of being for ever lost; and it must inevitably 
perish, unless redeemed. There isa Saviour offered who is 
fully able, willing, and ready to save; he entreats sinners to 
come unto him, and he will give them life ; but to the grief and 
wonder of the Christian world, sinners reject his gracious offers, 
slight his friendly invitations, and him they both despise and 
contemn. O the blindness and stupidity of man! He cannot, 
nay, he will not see the danger at the door; he is so intent upon 
his own destruction, (though ignorant of it,) that no persuasion 
to the contrary can find access to his heart. I will add only, the 
Lord have mercy on his soul, conviice him of his errors, renew 
him by his grace, and thus save his soul from death.

MY DEAR BROTHER, 

You desire me to transmit to you an account of our pro- 
ceedings for some time past.. This I shall do with pleasure, 
though I had really imagined that you must have been generally 
acquainted with them; so natural is it for us to suppose our 
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yctions are known and attract the attention of our fellow-men; more 
than they really deserve. But do you not get the Missionary Ma- 
gazine? Itis not only valuable forthe rich fund of religious intel- 
ligence which it contains, but also for the masterly essays with 
which it hath abounded of late. I think you would not find the 
perusal of it unattended with profit. I have been struck, since 
coming abroad, what a difference in habits of thinking, and con- 
sequently in composition, is produced by a difference in local 
situation. On this account I always like to see something now 
and then from home. But to begin my narration. Mr. Pater- 
son, who married one of the Moravian sisters in Stockholm, and 
by whom he has a fine boy, has been engaged these some years 
with the printing of the Swedish Bible, the Icelandic and Lapo- 
nese Testaments, and the printing of tracts in these three’lan- 
guages. The Stockholm Bible Society, which he was honour- 
ed to found, continues to flourish beyond the most sanguine ex- 
pectations which we could have formed. He has since succeed- 
ed in establishing a Bible Society at Abo in Finland, which is. 
patronized by the governor-general, (president) and the bishop, 
and was not only sanctioned by his majesty the emperor of Rus- 
sia, but received an accession to its funds of 5,000 rubles from 
his own privy purse. They are going to print a new edition of 
the Finnish scriptures at a cheap price, for the accommodation 
and benefit of the poor. Mr. P. is now gone to Petersburgh to 
endeavour to institute a similar Society in that capital, which 
may prove a source of blessing to millions in the vast empire of 
Russia. He projects indeed two Societies ; one for the Protest- 
ant and another for the Greek’ church; but the latter must be ~ 
the work of time. Mrs. P. is gone with him, and it is likely 
they will spend a year or two in that city. Thus you see, our 
dear friend is gone out with the one end of the Bible Society’s 
chain in his hand, and Mr. Morrison in China has the other; so 
that there is the strongest probability of the links meeting ere 
long. What Christian can look for a moment over the globe, and 
ponder the amazing rapidity which has been given to the exer- 
tions of the Bible Society, without being sensible of the magni- 
tude of the events which are:soon to be unfolded to the view of 
an astonished world ? The angel with the everlasting gospel.has 
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now for some time been flying in the riidst of heaven: the se- 
cond angel hatlt already announced.that Badylor ie falien. Anti- 
christ (strictly so called) is just about to rise out of the bottom- 
less pit, and ert long we may expect to hear the third angel say- 
ing with aloud woice, “ If any man,” &c. Rev. xiv. 9. Seealed, 
Rev. xiii. 1118. xiv. 6—12. The last passage exhibits these 
three great events, the universal spread of the gospel, the: fall of 
Rome, and the subsequent worship of antichrist, in the most 
beautiful order. The Bible Society appears to me to have been 
most providentially raised up by God, in order to sow the divine 
seed previous to the dreadful attempt which the infidel and 
atheistical power is soon to make to éradicate Christianity from 
the earth. Excuse this digression. I will send you from Seot- 
land, by the first opportunity, a copy of my translation of Ross 
on Daniel, in which you will meet with many new, but scriptural 
ideas on these subjects. As to myself, I have been at Gotten- 
. burgh ever since you last heard from me, except about 3 months 
in 1810, which I spent in Britain. My labours in that place have 
not been in vain. Several souls have teen brought to the know- 
ledge of the truth by my instramentality, and for more than half 
a year we were joined in the public observance of the ordinances 
of the kingdom. This was reckoned a bold step on all hands. 
I was at length called-to an account for it by the highest eccle- 
siastical character in the place, but could not be prevailed upon 
to give up what I had seen it my duty to adopt. Threatening 
followed, but nothing else has taken place. You will wonder 
what has brought me to thi place: the distance of 150 miles 
from my flock. The case is this; before leaving: FP snniark I 
pledged my services to the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
to go to Iceland with the Icelandic scriptures when ready. I am 
thus far on my way to Copenhagen, where I intend (D. V.) 
spending the winter; next Spring I goto Iceland, where I stop 
a year, and then most probably return to Gottenburgh. I have 
been detained here nearly two months for my passport, which I 
hope to receive to-morrow morning. My time here has been 
mostly spent in acquiring a knowledge of the Syriac language. 
Thus, my dear brother, I have given you ah account of our af- 
fairs as fully as my paper weuld allow. Religion is far back, 
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both here and all over the continent. If I had a wife, she would 
doubtless join me in love to Mrs. Maclay and yourself: but I am 
still eolus.
